It was brought into prominence a 


few months ago by the exxpedHion of 
professor W. Libbey of Princeton uni- 
versity, who took rope-throwing mor- 
tars, huge kites, balloons and tons of 
apparatus to scale this hitherto inac- 
cessible table land. 
The purpose of 


the investigations has been to deter- 
mine whether the summit of the mesa 
was at one time inhabited by the pre- 
historic 
Acoma 
Indians. 
Professor 


Libbey reportfi'1 no evidences of early 
occupancy. 


Mr. 
Hodge'o 
explorations 
have 


brought different results, however, for, 
after scaJias the mesa, he.spent some 
time on the summit, found a number 
of fragments of pottery, arrows, shell 
bracelets, stone axes, etc., establishing 
conclusively that the top of the mesa 
was at one time inhabited. 


The mesa was determined to be 431 


feet from the western plain to the top 
of the highest pinnacle above the cleft, 
nnd the talus at the base of the cleft 
224 feet above the plain. 
The climb 


was without serious difficulty until tha 
party reached a great sandstone. 
Tha 


ladders were hauled setion by section 
to this point by means of the ropes, 
then fitted together and raised against 
the cliff. 


Mr. Hodge ascended to the top, and 


climbing over the slope immediately 
nftove succeeded in lashing the top of 
the ladder to a huge bow\der that had 
fallen from above and lodged on the 
terrace some 20 feet from the summit.

Yet there was a disposition to claim 
that the American monetary commission 
was entitled tq credit for the action of 
the bank. 


Careful inquiry, however, leads to 


the conclusion that neither the monetary 
commission or any influence of an 
American sort had the slightest thing 
to do with it. The influences are 
wholly eastern in their nature. Eeporta 
from India show the advance in the ex- 
change valve o£ the rupee, accompanied 
by the recent precipitous decline in the 
bullion value of silver, have brought 
alarming statements to the condition of 
tbe India money market. 


The lates of the Bank of Calcutta 


havo been for the past year as high as 
10 per cent per annum. 
The chairman 


of the^board of directors of that bank in 
hia recent annual report spoke with re- 
gret of the extreme stringency of the 
money market, the oontraotion of the 
deposits loana. He stated that he would 
have been able to report mnoh larger 
earnings for tho bank had the rate of 
interest been lower, and he ascribed the 
marked oontraotion in deposits to the 
stringency produced by the suspension 
in coinage of the rupee.

Upon the Report of the Expert* That the 


St. Claade Sticrt Patients Are Afflicted 
With Genuine Yellow Fever a Dulletiu 
I> Given to the Frcss—Other 
Citle* 


Quarantined. 
New Orleans, Sept 13.—Shortly be- 


fore noon the board or' health officially 
declared six of the'suspicious cases of 
fever on St. Claude street to be yellow 
fever. 


A couple of hours subsequently the 


board announced another prouounced 
case of yellow fever at Miro and Espla- 
nade streets, also in the lower part of 
the city, but a mile or more away from 
the irflected 
square. The announce- 


ment of the first six cases as yellow fe- 
ver was not unexpected, although it 
was hoped from the delay on the part 
of the experts that these cases were 
eimply of bilous malaria. 


No general alarm has resulted here, 


although, the news rapidly 
spread 


through the city. The authorities do 
not believe that the situation is mate- 
rially worse than it was four or five 
days ago, and they are still confident 
of their ability, with modern sanitary 
appliances, successfully to quarantine 
the infected districts. 


The official Bulletin of the board of 


experts declaring the St. Claude street 
cases to be yellow fever was received 
by President Olliphant «oon after 11 
a. m. Dr. Ollipliant immediately sent 
for members of the press and gave out 
the report which was signed by the 
experts, Tho report is as follows: 


The phys-icians who, from time to 


•time, have examined the 1?, cases of 
fever on St. Claude street find six to be 
yellow fever, four of whom are conva- 
lescent. There are no other cases." 


Of the original 12 cases, all of which 


had their origin from a case that had 
come from Ocean Springs, the six oth- 
er than those reported as yellow fever 
were announced to be practically well, 
up and walking about their homes. 
Of the six pronounced 
yellow fever 


four are convalescent and two are de- 
clared to be critically ill, one of these 
having suffered a relapse. 


Dr. Olliphant said: "Of course I have 


made this announcement of the exist- 
ence of seven cases of yellow fever in 
New Orleans with sincere regret, but 
there was no aiternative left me under 
my pledge to keep faith with the pub- 
lic here and elsewhere. I do not think, 
•however, there ia occasion here for se- 
rious alarm unless conditions shall 
grow materially worse. We shall await 
developments. 
An earlier announce- 


ment of the diagnosis of the St. Claude 
street cases was not possible. Th« 
board of experts, which is composed of 
able. effiricGt and experienced physi- 
cians, had 
made repeated visits to 


these patients, but they insisted that 
they should be allowed their own time 
within which to make a complete diag- 
nosis. 


"They desired to toe perfectly sure 


before pronouncing the sickness to be 
yellow fever. They reached a conclu- 
sion as soon as it was practicable, and 
four days ago they warned the coun- 
try that all of the 12 cases were suspi- 
cious.

At this 
rate the piers are certainly beneficial to 
the city, as far as a low water harber is 
concerned. If the intake pipes of the 
water works were extended out to this 
fifteen foot of water, it would look like 
there would be no trouble in getting 
clear water. These soundings will cer- 
tainly give the waterworks people some 
grounds to Investigate the matter more 
thoroughly before they persuade the 
government to remove the piers, or 
spend much money trying to overcome 
what may 
seem to them—troubles 


caused by the ice piers.
